Woman's Confession at Mission

the hope that had been kindled, and 
she- fell away, was not the church 
responsible for neglect? 


I did not say this was true, but 


simply asked the question. This popr 
woman I understand says, "That 
it 


was not the people of the church hut 
Levi and the people at her house 
that was the cause of her ceasing to 


go to church (I think she means the 
mission that I ran). 
And these are 


the- grounds on which I based my 
statement that I felt I had done my 
duty to her. I had done what-1 could 
tp; help her start in the 
Christian 


lif'». and the people who helped me 
tried to encourage her to be true and 
attend the meeting. But if I remem- 
ber correctly her name, was "given 
with others as parties that should be 
looked after and helped to members 
of a certain church, as I had to go 
away on an evangelistic tour, and 
could not ba at the mission. And as 
far as I know, no one tried to. help 
<ier and encourage her outside of our 
mission, and that was not a church, 
or an organized mission, simply a 
place where :i few of us did Chris- 
tian work. THIS DOES NOT EX- 
CUSE THE CHURCH. 
Can 
the 


church wash her hands in innocence 
in this matter? May the Lord have 
mercy upon us. The part of my talk 
quoted by my critic "If a woman 
falls even the church helps to crush 
her down." My critic takes excep- 
tion to this statement.

When I ran a mission in Coshoc- 


ton, I made special efforts to get 
these poor fallen creatures to attend 
and many of them were brought to 
Christ and confessed their sins, and 
expressed a desire to give up their 
sin and lead Christian lives.

now rector of a church at Uniontown, 
Pa., will preach his last sermon to- 
morrow, and will go to Chicago as 
a missionary for the Catholic church. 


Wife and Children Follow. 


Mrs. 
Lloyd and his children have 


also decided to become Catholics. 


The Rev. Mr. Lloyd .spent 
the 


last week In Hamilton at the bed- 
side of his friend, David L. Howell, 
•whose funeral he conducted on Mon- 
day. While here he 
• confleded his 


plans to friends.

He is one of the 
best 
known 


Episcopal clergymen in the country, 


and was educated at Oxford, England 


Known as High Churchman. 


Before going to Uniontown he was 


rector of a large Episcopal church 
in Cleveland. 


A year ago Mr. Lloyd was appoint- 


ed Bishop Coadjutor of Oregon, but 
the appointment was later withdrawn 


He attracted much attention not 


long ago by preaching a sermon to 
saloon 
keepers 
and bartenders. 


While in Hamilton Mr. Lloyd 
was 


known as an extreme churchman and 
it is said that he at times heard con- 
fession. 


Five Persons Instantly Killed and 


Eleven Injured When Train Number 
Thirty Meets With Second Disaster 
of the Month—Victims of the Other 
Accidents. 


El Paso, Tex., Jan. 14. — Five per- 


sons were killed and 11 injured when 
passenger train No. 30, which left this 
city for Chicago, dashed into an open 
switch in New Mexico, at the town of 
Barney. The train was running at top 
speed. When the train dashed into 
switch the engine left the track and 
turned over, pinning the engineer and 
fireman underneath and killing them 
instantly. The express car, dining car 
and a Pullman were thrown from the 
track. Of the eight passengers hurt 
none will die. 


The dead: H. F. Ackley, Alamagor- 


do, N. M., engineer; E. J. Redfield, 
Alamagordo, N. M., fireman; Harley 
Spence, Corona, N M., sheepman; An- 
drew Herron, Bisbee, Ariz.; Mexican 
child. The Injured are two Arabs who 
went from El Paso and nine Mexicans.

Wheeling, W. Va., Jan. 14.—A. tre- 


mendous slip occurred on the main 
lin« of the Wabash railroad, on the 
West Virginia side of the Ohio river, 
at the bridge opposite Mingo Junction, 
which will put the road out of com- 
mission for several days. Just as the 
Blip started a westbound freight train 
was passing on the bridge. Engineer 
McCabe felt the track Collapsing and 
opened the throttle. The caboose and 
six freight cars of the train were de- 
molished. 


Spreading Rails. 


Salina, Kan., Jan. 14.—Misour! Pa 


ciflc passenger train No. 3, westbound 
from St. Louis, was ditched four miles 
east of Salina. Engineer Jake Rose 
was killed and Fireman Jones suffered 
a broken leg. None of the passengers 
was hurt. 
The engine turned ov«r 


and all the coaches except the Pull- 
man left the track. The accident was 
caused by spreading rails.

Demanded In Suit to Be filed Against

Springfield. 111., Jan. W.—Prepara- 


tions were completed by Illinois state 
officials for the suit to be filed by the 
attorney general's department against 
the Illinois Central Railroad company.

HE outlook for aerial navigation is growing brighter every 


day. 
Just what it will eventually amount to is problem- 


atical now. However, the HARDEST PART of the dif- 
ficulty 
_ has been overcome—that of really flying and prov- 


ing to the world that it is a reality. The next stage is the studying 
out of the problem of weight that can be carried. 
If the Wright 


brothers are able to navigate the air with their structure bearing nearly 
a ton, it seems that a greater weight CAN BE CARRIED. 


The carrying of fuel and supplies will have to be solved. Timidity 


on the part of people might mitigate against the universal use of 


< 
J flying machines. Of course it will have to be proven conclusively that 
they are safe AND PRACTICABLE before people will risk their 
livtal in them. This will take a lot of time. 1 do not look for the 
ettaWiehment of an aerial navigation line across the country or from 
here to Europe in a year or two. But then again neither did the peo- 
ple half a century ago look for many of the things we now have in 
common use. For all that, I would not be surprised to see machines 
flying through space propelled by engines and steered at the will of 
the driver, and going at a good clip, too, all WITHIN A FEW

In the Newburg hospital for the insane, just out of Cleveland by a repor-

JL camphor farm is being establish4*1 


near Floresville, Tex., under the au- 
spices of the bureau of plant industry 
of the United States department of ag- 
riculture, says a Floresville special to 
the New York Tribune. The govern- 
ment already has a large camphor ex- 
perimental farm in operation ne?r 
Wharton, Tex. It is believed by D-. 
\V. J. Watkins, wlio is in charge of tbe 
experiments in Texas, that the new 
Industry has wonderful possibilities 
mnd that the time is not far distant 
wben this state will be one of' ti/e 
greatest camphor producing regions 5n 
the world. That title is held bjj the is- 
land of Formosa, which is now under 
the control of the .Japanese govern- 
ment The world's supply of camphor 
now practically conies from Formosa, 
Dr. Wiitkius says. 


The demand for camphor has increas- 


ed to such an extent in tho last few 
years that the attention of not only 
the United States government, but of 
nil of the leading foreign governments, 
has been nttrncted to the product, and 
they are making efforts to open up a 
new source of supply. This is made 
necessary by tbe fact that in the manu- 
facture of modern, explosives, which 
are used in high power guns, camphor 
forms an important ingredient. Now 
that the Japanese government controls 
the world's supply of the product it is 
by no means certain that it may be ob- 
tained In the desired quantities at all 
times in the future. In order to pro- 
vide against any such contingency ns 
this the growth of the camphor shrub 
is being encouraged in Texas and 
Florida. 


The camphor experimental farm at 


Wharton wus established, nearly a year 
ago. 
Tho shrubs liave grown wonder- 


fully well. They are now as high ns 
a man's bead, and it is believed that 
they will quickly attain the size of a 
tree if permitted to stand. In Formo- 
sa the camphor tree grows to a size of 
throe or four feet in diameter. The 
process in operation there for extract- 
ing the cdmphor is to chop the trees 
down and cut them into small pieces, 
from which the camphor is then dis- 
tilled. 


Dr. Watkins says that he will adopt 


a different method of operation. lie 
sows the camphor xfseds like wheat or 
oats, and the shiJfb quickly sprouts. 
When it has attnfifed a height of about 
three feet it will be cut down by a 
mowing machine at a height of about 
one foot from the ground. The severed 
portion will be put through the distil- 
ling process and the camphor extract- 
ed. From the tender stubble other 
shoots will spring up, and the cutting 
process can be repeated once a year for 
several years. It is said that more and 
a better quality of camphor can be ob- 
tained by this method than by the 
process that is In use in Formosa. The 
crop requires no attention except the 
sowing and harvesting. 


It Is said by Dr. Watkins that at 


present prices one acre of camphor 
would yield a profit of about $450.

COST KEEPING 


IN THE SERVICE 


President Makes Public the Report 


of the Keep Commission. 


WOULD INSTALL THE SYSTEM 


Fate of the Ship Subsidy Measure.to 


Be Determined Tuesday, When the 
House Committee on Merchant Ma- 
rine Meets—Smoot Case and News 
•f the National Capital. 


Washington, Jan. 14. — President 


Roosevelt has just made public the 
report on "cost keeping in the govern- 
ment service" prepared by the com- 
mUtee on department methods, known 
as the Keep commission. A cost sys- 
tem, if properly devised and operated, 
the report says, will furnish informa- 
tion enabling the responsible head of 
the organization to know where econo- 
mies may be effected by introducing 
new arrangements in organization or 
new methods In operation, to estimate 
more intelligently on the probable 
cost of future operations along similar 
lines, and to fix proper selling prices 
on prices transferred to other govern- 
ment organizations, or sold to foreign 
governments or to private individuals. 
The report recommends that cost 
keeping system he installed In all 
branches of the government service 
where it is possible to do so. 


House members are looking forward 


to the decision of the committee on 
merchant marine on the subject of the 
ship subsidy bill. The committee 
meet Tuesday, and members say that 
the question will finally be decided on 
that day. Representative Watson of 
Indiana, who has consistently opposed 
the senate bill, now announces his 
willingness to accept a compromise 
measure providing for both Atlantic 
and Pacific mail subsidies to South 
American ports and for an increase 
of the subsidy to the Australian line 
now in existence as well as for 
assistance to a new line from the Pa- 
cific coast to China and Japan. It is 
now asserted by the advocates of com- 
promise that only the 
c pposkion of 


the supporters of the full senate hill 
stands in the way of a report. 


The senate will probably return to 


the discussion of the Smoot case on 
Friday, when Senators Sutherland and 
Dillingham will speak in opposition to 
the unseating resolution. Later Mr. 
Smoot will address^ tho senate in his 
own behalf, and the discussion will 
be closed by Senator Foraker.
